John  0.  Burley  was  about  6  ft  tall,  heavy  set  and  dark. 

He  lived  over  60  years  ago  (1865)  on  14  Island  Lake  where  Cranberry 

creek  enters  it.  This  lend  in  1925  was  owned  by  Theodore  Huffman. 
He  died  about  30  or  35  years  ago  (1890-5)  at  Henry  Westbrooks  (lot  4  or 

5  in  12th  concession  Portland  Township) . 
He  stayed  at  one  time  with  Mrs.  McCall  (a  daughter)  on  the  Harrow  siaith- 

Colebrook  road.? 
Name  of  wife  is  unknown. 
Children : 

1.  Freeman,  who  married  a  daughter  of  Sylvanus  Deyo,  aunt  of  'Big' 
Sylvan us  Deyo. 

He  was  killed  by  a  stone  rolling  on  him  while  logging  on  the 
east  of  the  upper  end  of  Birch  Lake  near  where  the  stream  goes 
to  Bedford  Mills  about  42  or  43  years  ago  (1883-4). 
He  had  children,  some  of  them  girls. 
His  widow  later  kept  a  second-hand  store  in  Kingston.
